(2) FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMITTEE 

The functions of this Committee will be to render advice to the Ministry of Rural 
Development on the implementation of various provisions relating to Official Language 
contained in the Constitution, Official Language Act/Rules, decisions of the Kendriya 
Hindi Samiti and the instructions issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs (Deptt. of 
Official Language) in this regard and on matters relating to progressive use of Hindi for 
Official purposes.
